WASHINGTON. — Some people 
are wondering whether the fact­ 
finding board for the m eat packing 
industry took the trouble to read the 
newspapers. If so, they might not 
have recommended that the house­ 
wife bear the main burden of the 
cost of increased wages in the m eat 
packing industry. 
The fact-finding board, which in­ 
cluded Dr. Edwin E. Witte of Wis­ 
consin 
university, 
Chief 
Justice 
Raymond W. Starr of the Michigan 
Supreme 
court, and Clark 
Kerr, 
former chairman of the m eat pack­ 
ing branch of the war labor board 
—three able men—decided that a 
lft-cent pay increase was fair and 
equitable for m eat packing work­ 
ers. But they added that only five 
cents of this was “ absorbable by 
the meat industry without price or 
subsidy relief.” 
In other words, the fac* finders 
recommended that the bi^g m eat 
packers could pay only 5- cents of 
t i 
, r . r.. • 
increase cut of 
their own pockets. The rest w'ouid 
have to be passed on to the consum­ 
er or the government. Their report 
was filed February 7. 
However, early in December, 
long 
before 
the 
fact-finding 
board was appointed, a number 
of smaller meat packing plants 
had

signed 
contracts 
with the CIO and AFL for 15 
cents an hour pay increase with­

lath, cast iron soil pipe. and clay sewer pipe for 
months. 
Although price adjustments have been granted 
in the above-mentioned field*, lumber production 
still remains under wartime pricing formulas. 


It is still more profitable for the lumber mill to 
cut items for export to foreign countries, or to co 
logs into sizes used by industry than it is to manu­ 
facture lumber for home construction. Premium 
prices for industrial items have been granted in 
some Instances during the war, but now that peace 
has come, price adjustments encouraging home con­ 
struction lumber have not been made by OPA. 


Price adjustments are needed to obtain max­ 
imum production of hardwood flooring, millwork, 
ceiling, siding, and plywood. 


Recommendations have been made to the OPA 
repeatedly, but action is not forthcoming.

But until the production 
and flow of materials is unblocked by OI A, thou­ 
sands upon thousands of homes for Americans and 
veterans will go unbuilt!

KEEP EWES 
WITH GOOD FLEECES 


by Dean J. A. Hill, Unieeraity of Wyoming 


Before shearing tim e, range flock 
ewes should be carefully exam ined 
and the ones w ith prior fleeces m arked 
for culling later. Experience in west­ 
ern states during 25 years has shewn 
th a t 20 to 30 % m ore wool per '-heel' can bi1 obtained 
by the system atic selection of range ewes. 
One livestock m an reported th at the average weight 
of fleeces from his flocks, of about 40,000 bead, had in­ 
crease! nearly 3 pounds during a period of ten years of 
system atic culling in cooperation w ith the U niversity of 
W yom ing. H e got b etter lam bs, too. O thers report sim ­ 
ilar results obtained by searching out and discarding the 
ewes which are below standard in wool production. 
W ith to d ay ’s high costs, any range ewe which does 
not shear a big fleece of first-class wool is a m oney-loser. 
Bv a system atic exam ination, any flock Piaster can find 
the ewes w ith fleeces which are one or m ore pounds less 
than the average of his flock. T he agricultural colleges 
of practically all the western states are glad to help 
flock m asters get started in a program of wool im prove­ 


m ent.

In­ 
deed throughout Europe, even 
in Yugoslavia, the resistance to 
Communism is taking the only 
effective form yet evidenced in 
the gathering togetber of C c h ­ 
olic elements. 
I have heard American statesmen 
say these christian groups are the 
only ones in the world today who 
know how to 
resist Communism, 
ideologically or politically. 
These 
groups have a firm ideology them­ 
selves. 


REDS PCT ENGLAND 
ON DEFENSIVE 
Britain was the first nation to 
talk up to the Soviets, but the dip­ 
lomatic resistance of Bevin at the 
London UNO conference was tacti­ 
cal rather 
than formidable. 
The 
Russians had raised the question of 
British 
influence 
in 
Greece, 
pri­ 
marily to cover their own tracks in 
Poland, the Balkans, Iran, Turkey 
and other places where they are at­ 
tempting to extend their influence. 
They forced Britain to the defensive 
by raising this question. After ac­ 
complishing this purpose, and suc­ 
ceeding in getting UNO to allow 
Moscow to deal separately with a 
pro-Communism 
Iranian 
prime 
minister installed at Teheran for the 
purpose — Russia 
withdrew 
her 
Greek charges against Bevin. 
The 
common 
current 
belief 
that Bevin may have found a 
way of treating with Moscow 
therefore 
is 
unjustified. 
He 
twice passed "the lie" to them 
and 
they 
backed 
down, 
true 
enough. But when you add up 
the results, you will see Russia 
won the action she wanted from 
UNO, while Bevin won nothing 
except the red herring. 
President Truman, meanwhile, is 
recognizing that the army seems to 
know how to get along with the So­ 
viets, without losing their shirts, bet- 
er than our timid and confused dip­ 
lomats. He chose General Marshall 
to go to China to get Chiang into 
a peace with the Communists; and 
now he selected General Eisenhow­ 
e r’s chief of staff to be am bassa­ 
dor to Moscow, instead of a diplo­ 
mat or a politician. 
Army men, by nature, should 
be more interested in results 
than in the political ideas of 
justice for this and that, which 
have se confused our diplomats 
in 
recent 
years. 
(Latest 
ex­ 
ample: Joe Davies, who thinks 
Russian spying on Canada justi­ 
fied, but no doubt would cry out 
against any Canadian spying on 
Russia, 
whereas 
any 
realist 
knows all nations have always 
spied on all others and always 
will.) 
This new reliance on army real­ 
ism is the most hopeful develop­ 
ment in American foreign policy, 
in contrast to these childish ‘but 
pompous accumulations of vapor­ 
ous generalities the state depart­ 
ment plans to put out under the 
claim that they are great state pro­ 
nouncements. I mean it is most im­ 
portant, if a recent pronouncement 
by Mrs. 
Roosevelt does not out- 
m easure 
it. 
Mrs. 
Roosevelt has 
been recognized as a spokesman for 
the class-thought which pressured 
Byrnes into the appeasement poli­ 
cy, causing him to retreat.

Mending Pointers 
Men’s worn-out shirt cuffs may 
be cut off and turned. Soft col­ 
lars can sometimes be purchased 
at a notions counter, or. they may 
be taken off other shirts that are 
not usable. 
Never stop stocking runs tem 
porarily with oui! polish as this 
frequently damages the thread of 
Hie hose permanently. Reinforce 
weak spots by darning carefully 
before the holes appear. Tnis is 
especially true for hose that tends 
to wear in the heels or toes or 
on top of the stocking. 
Patch slips that wear out under 
neath the armholes. If the straps 
are worn, replacements may be 
purchased and sewed on easily. 
Heavy linen thread is recom­ 
mended for button sewing. But­ 
tons will stay on better if they 
are sewed with a thread shank 
that permits the iron point to get 
closer to them without snapping 
off the button. 
Hooks and eyes are best sewn 
with double thread and an over 
and over stitch through holes.
